Russell 'askd asked me to get posit’iive proof for liim, in a letter from the archiv- 
i3t of the i/uited States# I did. Russell theneafter refused to spealc to President Lyndon 
D. Johnson as Ion’ : as #he f lived, close as their political friendship liad been for most 
of their political careers. 

And lie encouraged my work to disprove# /Ciiis own Commissions conclusions as long 

¥ as he lived. He kne in fa 967 he was in terminal illness. Before he died heN^rote me 

several times tlianldLng iftje fojr tlu- additionali information I sent liim and regreting that 

his health and ths his many Senate responsibilities prevented his helping me in ray work • 

incredible liighest-level corruption is, 1 hope without preeddent in our history.
